The removal of a palm 
tree at 166 N. Sunnyside, a 
segment of business post¬

Army operation (Exercise 
Water Moccasin III). The 
truth of the matter is that 
the misunderstanding was 
on the paart of the Army— 
a real understanding came 
to the people.

The six rado sta¬ 
tions’ program were cancel¬ 
ed.” The civilians were not 
to be called upon to par¬ 
ticipate and bring home 
guerrillas for dinner. “They 
have also canceled simulat¬ 
ed propaganda public meet¬ 
ings,” says the Savannah 
paper. This is a news facet 
that they hadn’t leaked 
prior to this time. They were 
going to have public meet¬ 
ings and gather the citizens 
of the area together and 
subject them to brainwash¬ 
ing propaganda. Now the 
Army admits that these 
propaganda public meetings 
have been canceled. 

An article appearing in a 
large metropolitan news¬ 
paper last Sunday stated: 
“The current exercise, third 
in a series . . . has been 
criticized by some, including 
members of Congress, for 
Including foreigners, for in¬ 
volving the civilian popu¬ 
lace and for being conduct¬ 
ed in secrecy.” 

Walter Rostow recently 
said: “The United Nations 
policy is United States pol¬ 
icy.” We are fast becoming 
subservient to the United 
Nations Political and Secur¬ 
ity Council. 

Strange as it may seem 
to United Nations enthusi¬ 
asts, there are many Amer¬ 
icans who do not want to 
be taken over by the U.N. 
These Americans are skepti¬ 
cal when our Government 
places a veil of secrecy over 
a military operation, in time 
continental bounds of the 
United States.
